Ing for the treasure, and HUely ftu- 
ncranceil that he htid found It In a 
shallow Iflgoon ou Pinakl. Lntely he 
chtirtered a schooner at Papeete to 
go to lift the go!d aftof making a 
eonlract with the colonial covernmnnt 
03 to his righls In the mutter. It is 
eaid the treasure 16 worth several mil- 
lion dollars.
